WASHINGTON, June 18 (WP). 
■—The United States is pressing 
African, nations to use their in- 
fluence to halt the slaughter of 
Hutu tribesmen.

Commenting on Watergate 
privately today, a French official 
said that the French public 
simply could not understand it.

41 M-60 tanks and nine self- 
propelled, track mounted, 175-mm 
howitzers. 

Xn an “order of the day” to the 
assembled troops. President 
Nguyen Van Thieu South 
Vietnam “must be strong, must 
maintain and improve its mili- 
tary strength. Only with military 
strength, with an armed force 
dedicated to fight and win can 
we forestall recurrence of aggres- 
sion and guarantee a lasting 
peace. Anrf only military strength 
ready to defeat any attempted 
Communist aggression can. force 
ttiR Communists to fj nnnr every 
peace agreement they have

Violence Peril 
Seen in Chile 
Foes 9 Moves 

SANTIAGO, June 19, (Reuters). 
—Opponents of President Salva- 
dor AHende’s left-wing govern- 
ment planned a mass rally here 
tonight, threatening to bring 
further- political violence. 

As right-wingers were urged to 
gather, Chile's largest labor con- 
federation, which is Communist- 
led. called for a general strike to 
the country's most populated 
zones and demonstrations in sup- 
port of the government.

U.S. Aide Halts 
Funding for Some 
School Programs 

WASHINGTON, June 19 
(NYT). — The administration has 
directed school .districts to elimi- 
nate educational programs total- 
ing nearly 8400 million, including 
impact aid funds for school dis- 
tricts with large numbers of ' 
federal employees. 

John R. Ottilia, acting federal 
commissioner of education, two 
weeks ago sent state school com- 
missioners spending guidelines 
that omitted funds for impact aid, 
school libraries and strengthening 
state and local school operations. 

Mr. Ottina's guidelines set total 
spending at SLShiUion, the same 
as last year. 

The Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act expires June 30. 

There are several education bills 
before Congress, but none, is ex- 
pected to be enacted this year, 
most certainly not within two 
weeks, according to congressional 
sources. Funding for school pro- 
grams will be under a continuing- 
grant resolution. 

Sources said the Issue might 
end up in court, just as other 
challeng es of the administration’s 
cutting of congressl anally man- 
dated programs.

The Puerto 
Ricans and the blacks form an 
impoverished third of the city's 
population. 

There never has been a black, 
Jewish or Puerto Rican mayor of 
New York. Mr. Beame and Mr. 
Badillo are locked in a struggle 
for the Democratic parly’s nomi- 
nation, and the man who wins 
that is expected to win the 
November election in this city 
with a majority of registered 
Democrats. 

In the first Democratic primary, 
held two weeks ago, Mr. Beame 
finished first and Mr. Badillo 
second, but since Mr. Beame failed 
to gain. 40 percent of' the vote, 
the battle for the nomination 
will be decided In a runoff pri- 
mary on June 26. State Ben. 
John March! has gained the Re- 
publican party nomination. 

Mr. Beame says a quick "thank 
you” to the lobster-red woman, 
barely pausing to take in what 
she lias said and apparently not 
hearing a chant that rises from 
the teen-agers on the. beach. 

"Badillo, Badillo, Badfflo” it 
goes. 

A retired butcher standing near 
Mr. Beame calls, back to the boys 
and girls on the beach, "Don't 
worry, BeameTl give you good 
welfare.” 

Welfare is an emotive word to 
the residents at the city. It is 
the government handout that 
many of the city’s blacks and 
Puerto Ricans receive. 

Silvia Riveria. one of the chant- 
era on the beadx, tens a reporter: - 
U I do not know this Abraham. 

I am for Badillo. He is one of us. 
He will he for us. It is time we 
had someone far us." 

Mr. Beame is asked by reporters 
what. he thinks of the polarization 
that seems to appear on every 
walking tour that either he or 
Mr. Badillo makes in the city. 

No Bloc Vote 

'T don’t want . anything like 
that,” he replies. “I don’t like 
to hear It The Jewish vote 
isn’t a bloc vote, you know that, 
and nobody should vote for any- 
body for ethnic reasons. I don’t 
hear much of that kind of talk. 
You [the press] seem to catch 
more of it-" 

In his campaign. Mr. Beame 
generally Ignores the ethnic Issue. 
He talks about his plans to keep 
the City University system tuition- 
free, he talks of his record as 
controller of the city, he talks 
about his honesty and his desire 
to be mayor. 

But the polarization- that re- 
porters see had been budding in 
New York even before the eight- 
year a dm i n istration of outgoing 
Mayor John V. Lindsay, who has 
decided not to run again. 

New Yorkers often t alk about 
how their neighborhoods have 
changed their ethnic . makeup as 
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blacks and Puerto Ricans moved 
in and whites moved out to the 
suburbs. 

New Yorkers also talk about 
the high crime rate and mug- 
gers, and one seldom hears tales 
of white muggers. Invariably, the 
criminal talked about Is black or 
Puerto Rican. 

“The city is a jungle and ‘they* 
made it that way," Is a constant 
refrain heard in white middle- 
class areas. 

If race and class were not issues, 
some observers say, Mr. Badillo 
would have little difficulty in win- 
ning the nomination. 

Them and US' 

But race and clam, “them and 
us,” are Issues. It is a lesson 
tbat Mr. Badillo's Jewish wife, 
Irina, relearns each time she 
campaigns for her husband.

Nixon Will Meet

White House spokesman Gerald 
Warren said that Mr. Nixon 
would definitely see Mr. Whit- 
lam and the only thing to be ar- 
ranged is “a mutually agreed 
date." 

Labor MPs Protest

COVENTRY. England, June 19 
(UPI), — Two Labor members of 
Parliament, Leslie HUckfield and 
William Price, protested to the 
Home Office yesterday about vio- 
lent incidents at tbe American- 
owned Chrysler automobile fac- 
tory at Coventry. 

Their protest came after pickets 
from the nearby Chrysler Ryton 
plant said “hired thug” truck 
drivers had crashed through 
picket lines and used violence 
against pickets and Chrysler em- 
ployees.

The abrupt Interruption of the public 
Senate hearings on Watergate Is subject to 
a .number of interpretations. One of them — 
that the Senate acted because the private 
testimony of John W. Dean 3d was so ex- 
plosive that its revelation on television would 
disrupt the conferences between President 
Nixon and Mr. Brezhnev— -has been denied; 
so had the charge that the move toward 
breaking off the open hearings came from 
the White Eouse. 

Rather, It seems reasonably clear that the 
Senate leadership decided, very late in the 
game, that the official discussions of the 
Watergate case would be a. distraction for 
those meeting at the summit, and that a 
delay was In order. This, in itself, is a 
dramatic acknowledgment of the far-reach- 
ing Imp lications of Watergate on world af- 
fairs, at least insofar as the President of 
the United States is concerned in them. 

But that, perhaps, does not need any 
emphasis "at this point in time”— a cliche 
that is becoming as closely associated with 
Watergate as “point of order” was with the 
McCarthy hearings. What may be more sig- 
nificant is the hint, In the pause in the hear- i 
lugs, that the Senate is by no means anxious 
to place any greater strain on Its relations 
[with President Nixon than is Imposed by 


events; that, in fact, it is ready to make Its - 
own gestures of cooperation. 

This conclusion must not be pressed too 
far, of course. The Senate has made it quite 
plain that it is going to reassert constitu- 
tional authority in the field of foreign af- 
fairs— with or against Mr. Nixon, as the 
case may be. Moreover, there is no reason 
to doubt that the Watergate hearings will 
be carried on to whatever end the evidence 
adduced In them requires. But the Senate 
leadership, with majority leader Mike Mans- 
field, a Democrat, taking the initiative, 
wants to demonstrate that it Is not assum- 
ing a hiatus In the orderly processes of gov- 
ernment while that evidence is being put 
on the official record. 

That is significant. What the extra-legal 
and illegal acts comprised under the name 
of Watergate actually accomplished, so far 
as is now known, was minuscule. They were 
stupidly contrived and clumsily executed. 
The evil Is that they were done in the 
shelter of the White House, and thus have 
weakened the position of Mr. Nixon and the 
authority of the presidency, while he holds 
it. But until all the evidence Is In, and, even - 
more important and difficult, until the 
American people and their agencies of gov- 
ernment have decided what to do, the work 
of government must go on. By recognizing, 
positively, that overruling truth, the Senate 
has acted responsibly.

The river has changed and you have 
changed. 

why h*L& public— and Investor — -reaction to 
Mr. Nixon's second freeze been so pessimistic, 
while the reaction to his first freeze of Aug. 
15, 1971. was so ebullient? To this more com- 
plex riddle, the answer appears to be three- 
fold: 

• First, the economy has changed. Two 
years ago, the American economy wak still 
suffering from the hangover of recession, 
with unemployment above 6 percent of the 
labor force and with much industrial capacity 
standing idle. Today the economy is boom- 
ing, unemployment is down to 5 percent, and 
Industries are operating closer to full capac- 
ity. Greater strains make the job of con- 
trols harder. 

• Second, the freeze has changed. Mr. 
Nixon’s first freeze was levied against prices, 
wages and rents. The new freeze af- 
fects only prices. Mr. Nixon concluded that 
rent controls were not needed and wage 
settlements had not been the cause of recent 
inflation; in fact, wages have lagged behind 
skyrocketing prices. But this decision disturbs 
many businessmen — who saw expanding 
profit opportunities last time in a wage hold- 
down and who now see profits being hurt 
by rising wages and frozen prices — or even 
by price rollbacks. 

• Third, the public perception of Presi- 
dent Nixon and his administration has 
changed. The Watergate scandals have im- 
paired confidence in the Nixon administra- 
tion and its capacity to govern. Apart from 
{Watergate, the continuous oscillations in the 
President's economic policies — swinging from 
laissez-faire to controls to laissez-faire and 
back again to controls — has undermined his 
credibility as an economic policy maker. So 
have the huge deficits in his past budgets, 
and the rampant inflation they helped 
cause. 

* * * 

Mr. Nixon did not aid restoration of con- 
fidence in his economic leadership last week 
by trying to cloak the erosion of real wages 
that has occurred during the past year or 
by trying to scourge his critics while adopt- 
ing their policy. He wants to have his Ideol- 
ogy and eat it too. 


"We are not going to follow the advice 
of those who have proposed actions that 
would l^ad inevitably to a permanent system 
of price 'and- wage controls,” Mr. Nixon said. 
“Such actions would bring good headlines 
tomorrow and bad headaches six months 
from now for every American family, in . 
terms of rationing, black markets, and 
eventually a recession leading to more un- 
employment.” 

Instead of preparing once again to rush 
the economy prematurely hack to Phaseout, ' 
it would have been wiser for Mr. Nixon to 
recognise that his policy of .fits and starts 
has itself caused the. most serious peace- 
time Inflation of tills century and under- 
mined the American dollar. 

It is time to recognize that the United 
States in fact does need a.pen^anent policy 
for price stability— to match Its policy tor • 
full employment, formally adopted in the 
Employment Act of 1946. A national policy ■ 
for price stability does not Imply permanent 
price and wage controls; it does, however, 
mean recognition of the enduring responsi- 
bility of the federal government to take 
those actions necessary to reconcile price 
stability with high levels of employment. 
This will mean setting, standards for 
responsible price behavior by corporations - 
and setting wage standards consistent with 
expected productivity gains. 

A national- policy for price stability may, 
in times of stress, require direct price and 
wage controls, but these should be the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. The govern- 
ment should, retain such control authority 
on a standby basis, but normally price and 
wage setting would mean public leadership 
—and business and labor cooperation— 
rather than a controlled economy. 

The establishment of such a long-run * 
policy for price stability may be far off, 
given Mr. Nixon’s ideological commitments.' 
But the long rim is a series of short runs, 
and the Immediate job is to the new 

freeze work, to develop Phase-4 Into an ef- 
fective administrative system} with fair and 
firm price and wage -standards, and to 
restore national and international con- 
fidence in the underlying strength and 
stability of the American economy — and Its 
government.

President Nixon did not con- 
sider necessary to mention in his speech the 
situation of the dollar on foreign 
However, there is little doubt that the un- 
certainty which continues to weigh on the 
American currency Is a factor which should 
be taken into account in any serious at- 
tempt to fight inflation.

Official Amoralism and U.S. Foreign Policy

WASHINGTON.— Sen. Henry 
- " Jackson, D., Wash., wants ' a 
law that will demy certain trade 
fmwtudnni; to fop Soviet Union 
nnH gfmfiar- . j jetafeoobip s at any 
time- they deny their citterns the 
right or opp ort u nity to emigrate. 

When Jackson first Introduced 
Us proposal last year, the Soviet 
government blustered about its 
sovereign right to abuse Its citi- 
zens. This bluster was encouraged 
by Nixon administration assur- 
ances that the Jackson threat 
would disappear with the 92d 
Congress. But now the 93d Con- 
gress is here and Jackson, per- 
sistent rascal that he Is, has 
rounded up 77 senators and ap- 
proximately 275 representatives to 
support his proposal The Rus- 
sians, eyeball-to-eyeball with 
Jackson, have blustered again. 
And they have blinked. • 

While some people have wrung 
their hands and worried about' 
the threat to detente, Jackson 
has' forced the Russians .to 
promise to ease an™* restrictions 
on emigration. Because Soviet . 
promises are as' unreliable as 
Soviet agriculture, Jackson wants 
Us measure made . law. It should 
be, for two reasons. 

Permanent Threat

to their word. The Soviet gov- 
ernment has been known to. fib 
about the rights it . guarantees Its 
citizens (vide the Soviet Union's 
constitution;.

It is surpassingly hard to take 
seriously those who say they op- 
pose the Jackson measure because 
it constitutes “interference” with 
the internal affairs of another 
nation. Jackso n's measure is 
comparable to FDR’s proclama- 
tions against Nazi anti-Semitism. 


The difference is the difference 
between empty w o r ds -and ef- 
fective deeds. 

Jackson's' tef r f pf fpn> consists 
of confr on ting a nasty regime with

Increasingly, the idea of en- 
tente seems to Involve more than 
just avoiding military conflict 
with totalitarian superpowers. And 
increasingly, detente seems to re- 
quire eschewing any action that 
will complicate commerce with re- 
gimes which, though tyrannical, 
are “good customers.” 

As American economic interests 
rally round this Mwt, d ete nt e 
comes to resemble “Coolidgism.” 
The business of American foreign 
policy is business. But this is 
neither wise nor necessary. The 
Jackson approach to detente is 
levering concessions from the 
Soviet government. And Saxbe can 
relax. The Russians will continue 
to be good customers. They care 
more about commerce than hu- 
man rights. We win not continue 
to be a decent country if we are . 
like that.

6 West Pointers’ 
Suit Dismissed 
In Cheating Case 

NEW YORK, June 19 iNYTi. — 

A federal Judge has dismissed a 
suit by -six West Point cadets who 
charged that the Cadet Honor 
Conunittee had deprived them of . 
their constitutional rights in find- 
ing them guilty of cheating with- 
out giving them Uie right to legal 
representation, to prepare a r de- 
fense or to know the nature of 
the evidence against them. 

In dismissing the case last 
Thursday, Judge Whitman Knapp 
did not comment directly on the 
cadets’ allegations. Instead, he 
ruled that any deficiencies in the 
Honor committee's procedures 
could not form the basis for a 
lawsuit, because every cadet 
charged with a violation by the 
Honor Committee had the right to 
appeal to a board of officers. 

In his 13-page opinion. Judge 
Knapp said that to- prove their 
esse tile cadets would-bave had to 
show that the board proceedings 
were unconstitutional Only that 
board, and not the Honor Com- 
mittee. the judge said, has the 
power to make ah official finding, 
leading to a cadet's d ismi ss a l 
from the Military Academy. 

Since they brought the suit last 
month, five of the cadets have 
been found by officer boards to. 
have violated the honor code, and - 
a sixth cadet has resigned from, 
the academy. They were among 
21 cadets found guilty this spring 
of cheating oh physics examina- 
tions*

The chief complaints of Israeli 
feminists, the active members of 
which probably number no more 
than several hundred, include the 
following:' 

• The average full-time yearly 
income of Israeli women, accord- 
ing to research . by Mrs. Aloni, 
is '42 to 67 percent of the 
Israeli men's, ' depending on tbe 
field— despite a national law re- 
quiring 'equal pay for equal work. 

• Few women hold top jobs 
In tbe larger Israeli public corpo- 
rations or national utilities— most 
of those jobs, in fact, are filled 
by former generals. Even in. the 
universities, women make, up -only 
an average of 12 percent of the 

. faculties, against about ’ 20 per- 
cent in the United States. 

• Other than Mrs. Meir, only 
seven women sit in the IX- mem- 
ber . Knesset. . or parliament, 
and none are on its two 
most influential committees. No 
other woman Is serving as a 
minister or deputy minister. No 
woman ever has been elected a 
mayor or deputy mayor of any 
large town. : 

• There- is no civil marriage 
dr divorce In ‘-Israel All such 
matters axe in the province of 
the rabbinical courts. A woman 
may not appear as a witness in 
her own divorce proceedings, nor 
may she initiate the divorce. It 
can only be . granted with the 
consent of the -husband. 

The activists also say that after 
an initial period of equality in 
the nation’s early days women 
dm .the kibbutzim were relegated 
increasingly to tbe kitchen and 
with the children. The activists 
blame this on the kibbutz women 
themselves, who, they say, cheer- 
fully' gave up the rugged life for 
an extra hour, in the beauty 
parlor; 

A transformation -has 

occurred in the army, the 
feminists - say. In the 1948 war 
for Independence, women fought 
alongside men, ' “Today they axe 
mostly in desk jobs," said Daphne 
Sela, . a member of one of the 
original Women's Liberation 
groups. 


Monte Carlo Casino ' 
Reopens After Strike 

‘ MONTE CARLO, June IB 'fAP). 
. —The Monte Carlo Casino re- 
opened yesterday after being shut 
by a croupiers' strike since June l 
The walkout ' was estimated to 
have cost tbe principality, about 
$100,000 a day in lost revenue. 

At issue in the strike was tbe 
installation of a closed-circuit 
television system that the crou- 
piers felt was a reflection on-their 
honesty. 

Under the strike-ending agree- 
ment, the system win be installed 
' after the summer season, not im- 
mediately as originally planned. 
The two sides also agreed to dia- 
. cuss who wpuld monitor the tele- 
vision circuit. The croupiers do 
not want the casino’s personnel 
and administrative services doing 
it alone.

.after it left' the ' Firestone plant, 
located in an Industrial suburb 
15 miles south of Buenos Aires. 

According to policy neither Mr. 


Thompson’s family nor his com- 
pany has bieen contacted far ran- 
som. No guerrilla organization has 
yet admitted the kidnapping. 

German Seized 

Later today, the police reported 
the kidnapping of a German busi- 
ness executive. 

He was Identified as Jua Kurt, 
61, .technical director of the Ar- 
gentine firm of Silvana. SA, one 
of the principal manufacturers 
here of .women's wear. 

Mr. -Kurt was abducted this 
morning, police sources reported, 
as- be left his home to drive 
to work:

The threat was directed at 
Gianxuarco Dolce, top executive 
of the firm that has a factory 
on the outskirts of Buenos Aires. 

A communique with the extor- 
tion demand was found in a 
downtown restaurant after the 
newspaper Cronica received an 
anonymous telephone call giving 
the location of the note. It was 
signed People's Revolutionary 
Army. The “army" is a Trotsky- 
ite guerrilla group that recently 
forced the UJS. Ford Motor Co. to 
pay $1 million to hospitals and 
for school supplies.

some ; government - officials fear. 

At the same time, there , are 
signs that the new price' freeze 
nrny trigger a clamor, for curbs 
on exports of scarce materials 
that might begin flowing abroad 
heavily as overseas, prices - rise 
above the controlled U.S. level. 

The steel industry, for example, 
appealed yesterday for a total 
embargo on ferrous scrap exports 
; because of such a'fear; earlier the 
industry sought quota limits of 
about seven million tons for ex- 
ports this year. ; 

These repercussions flow -from 
. Mr. Nixon's decision last week to 
. impose a comprehensive price 
freeze of up to 60 days and to ask 
Congress: to grant him new "flex- 
ible” authority to control exports 
where booming overseas demand' 
causes tight supplies and price 
increases in ' the United States, 
as has been the case recently with 
- many farm products. 

While the President emphasized 
grains and feeds in requesting tbe 
power, the broad authority , he 
seeks would also apply to nonfarm 
commodities. 

Setback for Nixon 
('However, the President receiv- 
ed an initial setback today in his 
effort to obtain wider powers on 
. export controls when the House 
Banking Committee voted to give 
him fat. less authority and flex- 
ibility than he Is .seeking. 

(The committee amended- the 
Export -Control Act • so that the 
administration can impose export 
controls only if It determines 
there is either a domestic scarcity 
or abnormal foreign buying of the 
commodity concerned. Adminis- 
tration officials Indicated they wi'l 
push for more sweeping authority 
when the bill reaches the House 
floor.) 

The President's implied threat 
that the United States might cut 
off or cut down exports of farm 
commodities to keep Americans 
eating well at stable prices is ex- 
pected to complicate the job of 
UJ5. trade negotiators in ■ forth- 
coming international negotiations. 
“It makes a tough, job harder." 
commented one government ■ of- 
ficial. -.. 

In particular, some government 
. officials worry that the export- 
control issue will 'undermine the 
long-standing Uf3. effort to per- 
suade EEC nations to open their 
markets to more U.S. tarxr. pro- 
ducts— a key aim of the UH. 
biirgainers in trade talks schedul- 
ed to begin In September. -- 
T he C .S- trade negotiators, led 
by William Eberle, the White ■ 
House special trade representa- 
tive, are understood to be un- 
happy.. with the President's ex- 
port-control decision. One source 
dose to Mr. Eberle frets that 
the. United States . "may pay a- 
high price’’-"!* it moves to control 
farm exports; 

•• Confirm Position 
■•The - price- would be to con- 
firm (the position . of > tbe sup- 
porters of the common agricul- 
tural policy — especially the - 
French — who are telling their 
European colleagues that you 
cant rely on outside supplies for' 
food and Europe must be self-euf- 
Hciest/' the source comments. 

Another government official ‘re-, 
marks, "There is no doubt that . 
the Europeans will .seize on this'*, 
in tiie forthcoming trade negotia- " 
tlons. A Senate staff specialist 
who favors a freer -bade policy 
worries that "the whole agricul- 
tural leg. of the upcoming nego- 
tiations" could be jeopardized. 

•Administration officials con- 
cede that the President's decision 
to seek more export-control pow- 
er involved a "trade-off" between 
the lohg-rajnge goal of liberalizing 
trade and the more compelling 
short-term, need to stem the rise 
in food pricea 

They argue that the decision 
need not have .lasting. Impact on 
the trade negotiations,' which will 
hot' be' completed for perhaps two 
years, if the UB. need for con- 
trols Is only temporary, as en-* 
visionpd. 

Initially, at least,, tbe admin- 
istration is asking only' that ex- 
porters of farm goods report their 
existing - bookings and thereafter 
file weekly reports -'.on any,- .ad- 
ditional export sales as. .they are 
made. 

From this picture of current 
and prospective export demand, 
balanced against the outlook fpr 
domestic crops and- supplies,, the 
administration will decide 'later 
Whether actual limits on exports - 
are needed.

NYSE , PSE Eye Marriage of Convenience

NEW YORK. June 19.— The 
proposed marriage of- the New 
York and Pacific Stock Exchanges 
looks more like a shotgun wedding 
than a love affair. 

Although no details have . been 
thrown on the negotiating table. 
It appears that the two events 
motivating backers of the plan 
are the slipping profits of member 
brokerage firms and the Securities 
and Exchange Commission's de- 
mand that a central market sys- 
tem be' created within' two years. 

Big Board and PSE officials 
bave billed ' the proposal as an 
‘•affiliation" which would be the 
first major step toward a true 
central market place. The two 
exchanges* separate personalities 
would be preserved, they declared. 

Seen as Takeover 

However. a knowledgeable and 
nfluential Wall Street source says 
be thinks' the operation will be a 
takeover rather than an affilia- 
tion. 

*T don’t see how the NYSE 
could accept- the rules and reg- 
ulations of -the Pacific,” ho said. 

He said he thought the NYSE 
is pursuing the proposal to pro- 
tect its future position both 
against regional "competitive 
pressures” and the. imposition -of 
a central market 'plan by the 
SEC. 

Spoke s men for two ' major re- 
gional exchanges— the 'Midwest in 
Chicago and the Phfiadelphia- 
Baltt more- Washington— view the 
PSE proposal with some appre- 
hension.. They say it is a power 
grab which could turn the Pacific 
Into tbe Big Board’s West .Coast 
order room. 

Should the historic plan be 
carried out. on any basis, there 
probably would have to be some 
overhaul of the trading rules of 
the- two exchanges. Moreover, an 
affiliation would portend new and ' 
longer trading hours to take into j 
account the three-hour time zone ; 
difference. -

Warren Berl, the 52-year-old 
chairman of the San Francisco 
based - brokerage house ' of Sutro 
and C o. and director . of the 
NYSE, said the stffDiation would 
benefit both the public and the 
mrinbeiship. 

On the one hand, he said, there 
could be "a .tremendous amount 
of cost savings” for brokerage 
bouses in reduced need for back 
office staff men and for machines 
for processing trades.

The obvious advantage to PSE 
member firms would be the In- 
creased business -tbe affiliation 
would generate through a direct 
link with the NYSE. The NYSE 
currently has about 80 percent of 
tixe country's trading business in 
listed securities, compared to 
about 4 percent for the. Pacific. 

That the Increased business 
would be welcomed is evidenced 
by the fact that volume is cur- 
rently down by about 10 percent 
so far this year on the Big Board 
—and about 15 percent on the 
PSE. 

Formal talks on the affiliation 
proposal are expected to begin 
soon.

They also pointed out that the 
early recovery as well as the late 
gains were helped by the firming 
of tbe dollar today on foreign ex- 
changes after its recent weak- 
ness.

Kuhn sent the following directive yesterday to the major

"I am greatly disturbed by press stories quoting some 
of our pitchers as saying or implying that they would be 
wHlisg to groove a pitch to Henry Aaron to help him in his 
pursuit of the record for total home runs. 


"While I reoognize the possibility of misquotation, I must 
remind you that any such conduct would violate the require- 
ment of major league Rule 21 that every player must give - his 
best efforts toward the winning of any baseball game in which 
he is involved. To do otherwise will result in a long-term 

suspension. 

“Since the possibility of a misunderstanding of Rule 21 may 
exist in both leagues, all clubs are hereby directed to review 
this subject with all your team personnel immediately and to 
warn then that suspension will follow where anyone inten- 
tionally falls to give his best efforts. 

“You should know that each of the pitchers so quoted 
tn the press is being individually warned. 

“I might add. that nothing will be permitted which would 
tarnish the achievements of a truly great player such as Henry 
Aaron.”

The Last Broadcast From Unoccupied France

In their first Mr. Nixon said .that unfor- 
tunately there were many great 
lovers in the United States, but 
that he would never permit any 
in positions of power and public 
trust.

The President said. well, that

■was the way Mr. Brezhnev felt 
about it.

Mr. Brezhnev said he was glad 
the President was willing to 
speak frankly. In that spirit, he 
said, he wanted to know why he 
was to be flown all the way to 
California to see San Clemente. 
He finid he could not even get 
an agreement from Prof. Kis- 
singer that the President would 
not monopolize the plane's only 
copy of the National Enquirer. 
Moreover, he could not under- 
stand why in America one always 
had to be flying somewhere when 
there was such a pleasant little 
White House to relax in. Why 
was he being taken to see San 
Clemente and being refused the 
chance to visit the Watergate? 

Mr. Nixon said he didn't like 
Tschtdkovsky either. 

Mr. Brezhnev said to hell with 
the Miami Dolphins. - ■ 

Prof. Kissinger and Mr. Gro- 
myko tactfully called the atten- 
tion of the two leaders to a small 
bouquet of flowers that was in 
the room. Mr. Brezhnev smiled 
and asked if it was the daily 
flower summary. Prof. Kissinger 
smiiRri and said, no, it was where 
the Americans bad concealed 
their microphone for bugging the 
talks. Mr. Gromyko laughed and 
sold this was amusing because It 
was also where the Soviet side 
had concealed its bug. 

The meeting recovered its good 
spirits as the four men remarked 
on how much alike they all were. 
They agreed to continue with the 
detente at the next meeting. 


TJARJS (IHT) —The most crowded city in France 33 years ago, 

from, say, June 14 to June 25, 1940, must certainly have been 
Bordeaux. Its normal population at that time was somewhere 
between 200,000 and 250.000, but it was estimated at the time that 
at least a million people had crowded into It— a guess, for nobody 
had time to count noses. 

"Into Bordeaux,” according to my favorite author ("The Secret 
History of the War” by Waverley Root, Charles Scribner’s Sons. 
New York, 1945), "like vultures to feast on carrion, streamed all 
those who had begun to get wind of what was going on. who wanted 
to improve their own positions over the prostrate body of France. 
The roads were choked* with cars requisitioned by politically minded 
officers who had left their troops; some of them had pretty girls 
sharing the front seat with them.” 

There were the ministers of what was still the Paul Reynaud 
gover nment and their staffs, bombed out of Tours in just four days 
(IHT, June 14); foreign diplomats and their staffs, who at Bordeaux 
had again caught up with the government to which they were 
accredited: a considerable corps of newspapermen, like myself, 
attempting to extract firm news from a government of jellyfish 
consistency; and the shapeless, innumerable, anonymous horde of 
uprooted refugees. They had clogged the road from Tours to Bor- 
deaux so completely that I had required the better part of two days 
to cover its 205 miles, through torrential rains which had at last 
ended -the tong unbroken spell of unprecedented fine weather — 
“Hitler weather” we called it then, since it was propitious to the 
im checkable rush, of the Pamerdivisionen across France. Hitler 
needed it no longer. 

The overcrowding was unimaginable; the streets of Bordeaux 
looked like the corridors of a big-city subway during the rush hour; 
yet it was easier to round up a reiTiirmren of news in Bordeaux than - 
lb had been in Tours. In the Grand Theatre, its windows shrouded 
in thick blackout curtains, an official information center of sorts 
had been set up to dole out such news as the government was 
disposed to reveal. 

Staying Alive 

Cable communication with the United States from Tours had 
already been cut before we left there, but it still existed from Bor- 
deaux, so we radio reporters could once more make contact with our 
headquarters in New York and set up broadcasts, which were h an dl ed 
from the permanent radio installations of Bordeaux. 

News gathering was pursued sporadically and with difficulty, for 
first of all it was necessary to see to what could easily be a full-time 
job in Bordeaux at that period— staying alive. How to eat and where 
to sleep were the first problems that had to be solved. During the 
13 years since I had first come to France, it had been one of my 
unfulfilled desires to eat a meal at one of the greatest restaurants in 
the world, the Chapon Fin of Bordeaux; now I found myself in 
Bordeaux for the first time, the Chapon Fin was operating, but aside 
from the fact that this was no time to be thinking about gourmet 
food, there wasn't a chance of getting Into the Chapon Fin.- In 
the crush, it was catering only to ministers and their mistresses, 
and I didn't happen to fall into either category. 

Ordinary restaurants were out of the question too. To lunch at 
anything like a normal hour, you lined up in front of a restaurant at 
8 in the morning; after lunch there was Just time to get into an- 
other line far dinner. None of the correspondents could bother with 
restaurants. We foraged. A can of sardines would be picked up at 
a grocery, a sausage at a delicatessen, a couple of rolls at a bakery, 
and we would then repair to any cafe willing to provide a chair at a 
table and the necessary eating utensils for customers who arrived 
with their own food, but paid lor the wine or beer they drank with it. 

Shelter was even more difficult than eating. The first night I 
spent in Bordeaux I slept on a gunnysack stuffed with straw on the 
floor of the unemployment office, one of whose zooms had- somehow 
become a sort of fraternal flophouse for the American and British 
correspondents from Paris. 

Vaguely in charge of us was Eve Curie, daughter of Marie Curie, 
who was, I believe, attached to the Foreign Ministry at the time. 


She became known later as a gifted pianist and writer, but then she 
impressed us chiefly by good looks, char m and efficiency: She was 
responsible for one American due to leave by boat the following day, 
too important to be bedded down with us, and found accommodations 
for him by going to the most luxurious bordel In Bordeaux and- 
demasding a room for the night. The madam e sneered, she' 
remarked that other victims of the acute housing shortage in Bor- 
deaux had thought of the same solution, but that she was operating 
a more profitable business and had no intention of turning her house 
into a hotel “You will give us a room,” Eve Curie said, “or the 
government wQl close your place tomorrow.” That is how the dis- 
tinguished and highly respectable editor of Foreign A ff airs, the late 
Hamilton Fish A r m str o ng, spent his last night of that visit to France 
in a bawdy house. 

On the second night I was granted space by the Red Cross in 
an enormous room which had been a billiard hall, so filled with 
folding cots that you had to crawl over two or three other persons 
to get to yours. 'When the air raid sirens sounded at midnight and 
the bombs began to fall, I gazed upwards towards the ceiling and 
realized that it was made of glass. For the rest of my 1 stay in Bor- 
deaux I slept in my car. 

Midnight was the hour the Germans had picked for their nightly 
bombing of Bordeaux; it was also the hour the Mutual Broadcasting 
System bad picked for my nightly broadcast from .Bordeaux, not. 
quite ideal programming. Germans are very punctual I started 
my broadcasts regularly to the whine of the sirens, vividly conscious 
of the theory of my French colleagues that the studio where I was 
nailed to the microphone for 15 minutes was one of the targets. The ' 
Germans did not want to destroy our transmitter, located some 
distance from Bordeaux, my French friends explained to me tmreas- 
surhigiy. because they wanted to keep it intact for their own use 
later; so Instead they would try to wipe out our feeble radio voice 
by bombing the broadcasters. 

This seemed probable the night of my first broadcast, for it 
sounded to me as if we were in the very center of the raid.' When 
I emerged after the all-clear signal. 1 'expected to find my car 
demolished and the street a mass of mins But everything was 
almost normal. The ■enormous noise of the night before seemed in 
complete disproportion with the small amount of damage. - But t.hm 
was early in the war, of course; later the return per effort expended 
would be much improved. 

Petain’s Speech 

On June 19 shortly before noon Marshal Petain came to the 
broadcasting studio to record his famous armistice broadcast. The 
message was brief, but still a little long for the a g in g m arshal^ who 
broke into an uncontrollable fit of coughing in the nUririiw of it. “This 
is my unhzcky day,” he exclaimed petulantly, a masterpiece -of under- 
statement which had been duly recorded, but it was edited out before 
the broadcast went on the air, at 12:30 p m during an appropriately - 
violent thunderstorm. 

The most spectacular immediate reaction to the surrender was 
a corrida over the rooftops of Bordeaux by fighter-plane pilots furious 
at the abrupt retreat from a war in which they had not been called 
upon to participate. I watched them zoom down towards the build- 
ings only to pull out at the exact moment when a crash seemed 
inevitable and then roar crazily around chirnnpy pots with my heart 
In my mouth. Accidents seemed inevitable when such risks were 
being taken, but these were remarkable pilots; it was a «hamt» France 
had not used them. 

After the marshal’s speech, the American radio correspondents 
were informed that they could make the broadcasts already scheduled 
for that night, ■ but that thereafter access to French broadcasting 
facilities, would be withdrawn. If my memory is correct, NBC and 
CBS preceded me on the air, at 11:30 and 11:45 pm. respectively; if 
so, the broadcast I made at midnight, as the sirens began to. wail, 
was the last from unoccupied France. When I finished it, I got into 
my car and beaded towards the Spanish frontier. . For me. and for. 
the moment, the war was over.
